Those views were expressed 
today by Police Chief Eugene 
L. Mueller. 

The chief would like it under- 
stood that he is not, has never 
been and never expects to be a 
participant in any Pyramid club. 
“Rumors have apparently got- 
ton around that I have endorsed 
the game. That isn’t so,” the 
Chief declared. 

Although the clubs are appar- 
ently active in Upland now, the 
Chief says he sees no cause for 
police action at this time. 

“In my opinion, the games are 
not a lottery, because chance

of the state guardsmen with a 
four-wheel drive ambulance, an 
army cargo six-by-six truck 
and one of the mighty army M-4 
tractors. 

The rancher, John Urrizaga, 
56-year-old Basque, was suf- 
fering from a bad cold. 

His signals to a rescue plane 
dropping food had _ indicated 
help was nee@ed. It was feared 
that the rancher would not be 
able to stand the continued iso- 
lation at the snowbound ranch. 
~ When the guardsmen reached 
the ranch, it was the first time 
anyone had been in or out of 
the place since the first heavy 
storm struck Jan. 9% Snow 
drifts blocked previous efforts, 

Pictorially, the trip was 
success, 

But from a physical stand- 
point, making the trip on a vol- 
untary basis was just plain bad 
judgment, It was continuous 
“ride and freeze” in the bitter 
cold, and then get out and dig. 
We dug enough snow that it 
seemed as though we _ should 
have cr sed the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

I dug: » long as I could when 
we hit the drifts, but the 
guardsmen never let up. They 
didn’t seem to know what it 
meant to get tired. 

At one point we had to dig 
a trench nearly 100 yards up a 
hill through 12-foot drifts to 
give the tractor footing. Even 
with all the digging the tractor 
had to pull the ambulance and 
the truck up the hill or they 
never would have made it.

“The people say, ‘Why don’t they 
let Big Jim alone?’ the people in 
the streets an@ the people at the 
branch heads—they demand a man 
having his chance. And TI ain’t 
had -mine.” 

Two yearg after winning the 
governorship by the biggest vote 
in Alabama history, ‘Kissing 
Jim” Folsom feels his program has 
been blocked by a legislature that 
won't’ cooperate with him. 

Better Do Right 

He. calls the legislature “my 
loyal opposition” and “my little 
80th.congress.” It meets this year 
and Big Jim says it had better do 
right by him this time—or else. 

Easing his _ six-foot-eight-inch 
frame deep into the sofa, he said: 

“I been in two years now. Mor- 
ally, essentially and executively 
speaking, my administration has 
been a success, 

“But my legislative record is 
a failure. The legislature hasn’t 
followed what the people endorsed. 
I haven’t had the political honey- 
Moon that any governor is sup- 
posed to get. And the people are 
Saying if Big Jim don’t get it 
this year from the legislature, 
then he'll get it next year in the 
election.”

Truman Reorganization Scheme 
Faces Rough Going in Congress 


WASHINGTON ()—Congress 
seems ready to give a rather 


rough ride to President Truman’s | 


government reorganization plans. 
This was apparent today as the 
House committee on executive ex- 
penditures began  closed-session 
studies on what to do about Mr. 
Truman's requested authority. 


The reorganization bill may be! 


oneof the first administration 
measures to come before the 81st 
Congress for a voting test. 

Even administration supporters 
conceded the President is unlike- 
ly ‘to get all he asks from a 
Congress jealous of its legislative 
prerogatives, and of preserving 
certain agencies from the reor- 
ganization axe. 

a Asks Authority 

Mr. ‘Truman is asking for per- 
maHent authority to streamline 
and reshuffle the overlapping com- 
plexity of the 1800 big and little 
agencies functioning within the 
exegéutive branch. 

Congress, however, would have 
a “veto” over afhything it disap- 
proved. After initiating plans, 
the ‘President would be required 
to submit them to Congress, where 
they would become law within 60 
days only if both houses did not 
reject them. 

Rep. Vinson (D-Ga.), chairman 
of the armed services committee, 
has offered an amendment spec- 
ifying that any proposals “affect- 
ing the armed services must be 
submitted in a “separate pack- 
age”, and not as a part of any 
general plan: 

Rep. Whittington (D-Miss.), 
chairman of the House public 
works committee, earlier had de- 
manded exclusion of the crops of 
army engineers from reshuffling 
of their peacetime civilian func- 
tions, 

; Other Demands 

Other demands have been made 
to exclude the railway mediation 
board and railway retirement 
board, House and Senate, leaders

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TV TO PROVIDE MOVIE MARKET

PRESENT SUPPLY ‘DROP IN BUCKET’ 


PRINCETON, N. J. (P)—Tele- 
vision eventually will provide a 
big market for the motion picture 
industry, presently’ bewailing 
dwindling audiences and little rev- 
enue from abroad, producer Gor- 
don Knox says. 


The Princeton Film _ Center, 
Inc., of which Knox is president, 
is building a new motion picture 
sound studio outside this college 
town, with the idea of tapping 
the coming television market. 


The absence of some movie fans 
from thé box office is attributed 
partly to their preference to sit 
home and watch movies——even old 
ones—on video. 

‘Knox estimates that eventually 
television stations will use films 
for “at least half of all broad- 
casting,” and they will need vast 
new supplies. . 

“Drop in Bucket” 

Hollywood produces some. 600 
hours of movies a year, says Knox, 
who férmerly was with Walter 
Wanger productions. That will be 
“only a drop in the bucket" to 
what television will need. 

The transition from making 
movies exclusively for theater 
showing to making many of them 
for television may well break 
Hollywood's hold on the industry, 
predicts Knox. 

Small independent studios will 
be able to turn out films for tele- 
vision even without the big names, 
because even the smallest will be 
able to find ample material in 
the broad requirements of video. 

Big-scale film preduction for 
television awaits only the opening 
f enough stations td provide a 
Wrweient market, he said, 

The Princeton Film Center, and 


its new subsidiary — Princeton 
Television Center, Inc. — already 
has scripts exclusively for televis- 
ion in the, vaults and ready for 
production, 

“We'll go ahead whenever we 
think a television film can make 
money, .and we'll even take a 
chance on some films to get the 
thing started,” Knox said. 

Gives Reaséns 

Television will use films even 
where a direct broadcast might 
have been possible, Knox feels, for 
several reasons: 

1. <A movie is cheaper than a 
television play. Actors do a scene 
at a time, and the production 
never needs the polishing and in- 
tricate timing of a TVV play, 

2. Filming makes it possible 
to edit and re-photogray:n, An 
error or a miscue in a play is on 
the air. , 

3. The cost of films can be 
spread among all ‘the stations us- 
ing them. A direct broadcast 
must be paid for by only as many 
stations as can be hooked in on ‘t, 

Knox feels that so-called video 
transcriptions —- movies from the 
viewing tube of television -—~ do 
not compete in quality with mo- 
tion pictures. 

In fact, Knox expects to orig- 
inate television broadcasts from 
Princeton, but instead of trans- 
scribing the broadcasts from a 
monitor, he expects to have movie 
cameras working beside the tele- 
et Aiea
